Tim spacial oriiar o flh e day itcing called, the Secretary 
read the foUow ing preamble and res hiiion:— 
Resolution to rrpuns^efrom the Journal the Resolution o flh e Srn- 
ate o f Jtiarrh 28. 1834, tn relation to President Jackson and 
the Rt moral o f the Deposites. 
Whereas, on the 26lh day of December, in the year IC33, the 
following resolve was moved in ilic Senate:— 
‘‘ Resolved, That, by dismis-ing Ihe late Secretary of the 
Treasury, because he would not. contrary to his own sense ot 
duty, remove the money ot the United Hintes in ilepo»le with 
the Bank of the United States nnd its branches, in conlortnitv 
with Ihe President’s opinion, and by nppolntiiig liis successor to 
effect such removal, v.hich has been done, the Pr< sideiit has as­ 
sumed the exerci.se of a power over the T efisury ol the United 
Slates, not gnm ed him by the Constitution and laws, and dnn- 
geroiis to the liberties of the People 
Which proposed resolve was altered and clmnge.l by the 
mover thereof, on the 28th day of March, in the year 1834, so as 
to rend as follows : — 
“ Resolved, 
That. In tnklng upon himself the responsibility 
o''removing the deposite of the puh| с money from the Bank of 
the Uniled Slates, the Presi.lont of the Uniteii States has assum­ 
ed the exercise of a power over the Treasury of the United 
Slat s not granted to him by the Constilutioii and laws, and 
dangerous to-the liberties of the People ; 
W'hich rcs( Ive, so changed and modified by the mover there­ 
o f on the same day and year last mentioned, was further altér­ 
ée , so as to read in these words : 
“ Resolved, That the President, in Ihe late executive proceed 
ings in rclfition to Ihe revenue has sssmned upon himself au­ 
thority and power not cmilerred by the Constitution and laws, 
but In derogation of both;” 
In which last mentioned form the said resolve, on the same 
day nnd year last mcndone l, was nd< pted by the Senate, nnd 
became the act nnd judgment of that body, and, as such, now 
renin ns upon the journal tlieret f ; 
And whereas the said r solve was not warranted by the Con­ 
stitution, and was irregularly and illegally adopted by the Hen- 
afe. ill violation ol Ihe rights of defence which belong to every 
citizen, and in subversion of the fundan eiiial piinciples of law 
and justice; bec««te President Jackson was thereby adjudged and 
pronounced to be guilty of an impeachable offenee, and a siigma 
placed upon him as a viol itor ot his oath of office, and of the 
laws and Constitution which lie was sworn to preserve, protect, 
nnd defend, without going tlirongh the forms of an imjieachment, 
and without a'lowing to him the benefi's of a trial, or the means 
of defence; 
And whereas the said resolve, in all it? various shapes nnd 
forms, was unfounded and erroneous in point of fact, and there­ 
fore mijusi and unrighteous, ns well as irregular and unauthor­ 
ized by the Constitution; because the said President Jackson, 
neither in the act of dismissing Mr Dnane, nor in the nppoiiit- 
rnent of .Mr Taney, as specifl d in the first lorm of the resolve ; 
nor in taking upon himself the responsibility o( removing the 
deposites, as specified in the second form of the same resolve ; 
nor in any act which WHS then, orean now, be Rpecitied un­ 
der the vague and ambiguous terms of the general denuncia­ 
tion contained in the third and last formol the resolve, did 
do or commit any act in vi. iation or in derogation ol the 
laws and Conslilutioti, or dangerous to the lilierties of the 
people: 
. 
And whereas the said resolve, as a.’opted, was uncertain and 
anihignouB, containing nothing but a loose and floating charge 
for derogating from the laws and Constitution, and assuming 
ungranted power and niitliority in the late Executive proceed­ 
ings ill relati n to the public revenue ; xo ihout specilying whiit 
part of the Executive proceedings or what part of the j.ublic 
revenue was intended to be referreii to ; or what parts of the 
laws and Constiliiliori were suppo.-ed to fiave been infringed; 
or ill what part ol the Union or at what period of his admin­ 
istration, these late proceedings w re supposed to have taken 
place ; thereby putting each »enator at liberty to vote in I vor 
of the resolve upon я separate and secret resso i ot Ids own, 
ami leaving the ground of the ?eiinte’s judgment to be guessed 
at by the public, and to be dtlfereiiily and diversely interpreted 
by individual senalois, according to the private and particular 
understanding of eacli : c o n t r a r y to all the ends of justice, ami 
to all Ihe forms of legal or judicial proceeding ; to the grc it 
prejudice of ihe accused, who could not know against what to 
defend him«elf ; and to the loss ol Sens tori al responsibility, by 
shielding Senators from public accountability ibr making up a 
judgment upon grounds which the public cannot know, and 
which, if kHOwii, might prove to be insulficient ui law, or un­ 
founded in tact : 
And whereas the specification contained in the, first and se­ 
cond forms of the resolve having been objec ed to in debate, 
and shown to be iiisníficienl to sustain the charges they vyere 
adduced to support, and it being well believed that no majori­ 
ty could be ol.lained to vote for the said specifications, and the 
same having been actually withdrawn by the mover In the 
face of the whole Senate, in consequence of such objection 
and 
belief; and hefoie any vote taken thereupon, the said 
specifications could not alierwards be admitted by any rule of 
parhatneutary practice, or by any principle of legal implica 
tion, secret intendment, or mental reservation, to remain and 
continue a part t-f the writleri and public resolve from vvhich 
they were thus withdrawn ; and, if they could he so admitted, 
they would not be sufllcient to suslsiu the charges therein con­ 
tained : 
And whereas the Semite being the constitutional trihnnal for 
the trial of the President, when chargea! by the House of Repre- 
senlatives with offence* against the laws and the Constitution, 
the adoptiou of the said resolve, before any impeachment pre­ 
ferred by the House was a breach of the privileges oflhe House; 
not warranted by the Consiitution ; a subversion of justice; a 
prejudication of a qnesiiou wliicli might legally come I.elore the 
Senate; and a disqualification of that body to perform its con- 
siiluiional duty with fairness and inipariiality, if the President 
should thereafter be regubirly impeuched by the House of Rep­ 
resentatives for the same ofi'ence. 
And whereas the temperate, respcclfui, and argumentative de­ 
fence and ¡irotest of the President nguiist the aforesaid proceed­ 
ing of the ?etiale was rejccied and repulsed by that body, and 
was voted to be a breach of its privileges, and was not permit 
led to be entered on its journal or printed among its documents; 
while all memorials jietiiions, resolves, and reinonstrances 
against the President, however violent or unfounded, and calcu 
iated to lull inie the people against liim, were duly and honora- 
hly received encomiaslicnlly commented upon in speeches, re.d 
at the luble, ordered to be printeil with the long list of names at- 
lached, reierred to Iho Finance ( ’oinmittee lor considération, 
filed away among the public archives, and now consiilutea part 
of the public documents of the Isenute, to be handed down to 
the latest posterity; 
And whereas the said resolve was introduced, debated, nnd 
adopted, ul a time an I under circumstances which bad the ef­ 
fect of co operating with the Bank of the United States in the 
parricidal attempt which that institution was then making to 
produce a panic nnd pressure in the country ; to destroy the 
coiifidenct of the fieople in President Jackson ; to pa.aijze his 
adniitiisiralion ; to govern the elections ; to bankrupt the Htate 
banks; ruin tbeir currency ; fill liie whole Union with terror 
and distress; and thereby to extort from the suflerings and the 
alarms of the ¡.eople, the resto, atiou ol the deposites and the 
renewal of its charier: 
And where s liie said resolve is of evif example and danger 
ous precedent, and should never luive been receive I. delialtd, or 
adopted by the Senate, or admitted to entry upon its journal : — 
Wherefore, 
Rc,4olved,Thal the said resolve he expunged from the journal: 
and, lor that purpose, that the Secretary of the Senate, at such 
lime ns the r’euute may iippoinl, shall bring the manuscript 
jonriial of the session 18S3 ’34 iuio the Señale, and, tn the pre­ 
sence of the Senate, draw black lines round the said resolve, 
and write across the face ihereol, io.
